WAGES OF PAKM BANDS. 


Ttoey May b3 Lower Tula Year— 


Reasons for the Decline. 


The wages of turn hands will be lower 


thifl year than last. It in a question 
whether thin is dne to t be financial atria 
ireney of the last year or the poor crops 
which the farmers harvested in 1893. 
Some ee y one thing, and some say the 
other. 
It is piobsbly true, however, 


thatjpoor crops have as much to do with 
it as anything else. Last year renters 
who paid a oash rent were unable to 
meet their obligations because of the 
ehortnesfl of the crop and the low prioe. 
A prominent land owner safll yesterday 
that he knew of one renter who ended 
$1200 poorer last year than when he 
commenced. He said also that wages 
last year were $20 to $25 per month, and 
this year they would range from $18 to 
$25 per month, but that few men would 
recsive the latter figure. Ia bis opinion 
the wages of farm hands have been too 
high for several years. He says no man 
can rent land at from 81 to 85 per acre, 
pay $20 a month for help and expect to 
make any money.
